Fort Wayne plan 
the mayor IB certain to surround hlm- 
solf with men who will work in har- 
mony. Mr. Foster contended strongly 
bis point that Fort Wayne government 
I'.acl not been bad; that city admir.is- 
tration as n whole ban been composed 
of men who hud given the city their 
very bent' efforts, and declared that 
much of the bitter criticism had boon 
wholly unwarranted and 
unjustified.

form are of Fort Wayne's class and 
smaller.

cases have been signal. 
There is agi- 


tation In Indiana for an act to enable 
cities to adopt that form of govern- 
ment. Into just what form the move- 
ment will crystallize in" the legislature, 
if anything be done, Is noT\c!ear. It 
may be done by special net In—the In- 
terest of each city desiring a change 
or by a general act amending the 
cities and towns code enacted a, few 
years ago. The prooabllity is that 
each of the larger cities will want an 
act of special features designed to fit 
peculiar needs of the community or to 
give trial to the notions of such local 
civic doctors as fancy they have the 
cure—all for what may he ailing the 
local body politic. There is no pres- 
ent indication of .any movement wide- 
spread enough in the state to effect a 
radical change of tho municipal tables 
framed and enacted after a labor of 
considerable tcdlousness. 
The code 


provides for cities of the first and sec- 
ond class—the latter including Fort 
Wayne—a form and detail of govern- 
ment such as almost Identically follow 
the provisions of the special charters 
which were superseded by the new 
code, for those charters in most things 
had proved quite satisfactory. Fort 
Wayne suffered some from political 
tinkering with her charter, but the In- 
strument was not meddled with in nny 
vital part. This form of city govern- 
ment has many tested merits and there 
will be opposition 
to any change 


though all reasonable persons will look 
with faror upon a change that prom- 
ises better results In government.

Young Artist Who Has Already Written Hundreds of Gospel Songs—Best Work Comes to Him in Flash 
of Inspiration and is Quickly Completed—Develops a Xew Chorus iu Fort Wayne—The Story of the 
Popular "I Am Included."

every emotion and every observation in 
our everyday lite suggests Its own par- 
ticular expression in melody it we can 
only catch it—a scene in the street, the 
runnv"'e and roar of a, train, the snow, 
the trees, the sky, the rattle of a cart 
over the pavement. Some of them re- 
duced to melody would be harsh and 
strident; others sweet and low and 
soothing; still others suggest sorrow 
and pathos: but all are capable ot ex- 
pression in music if we can but grasp 
the message they convey." 


It was Robert Harkness speaking^ 


Mr. Harkness is the unassuming but 
gifted young Australian pianist-com- 
poser who has traveled with Dr. J. Wil- 
bur Chapman and Charles M. Alexan- 
der and their evangelistic party around 
the world: who writes "gospel sermons 
in songs; who plays them—yes, am 
sings them sometimes when he cannot 
avoid it. He was talking in his room 
at the Anthony/hotel to a representa- 
tive of The Sentinel. Besides the us- 
ual, appurtenances'of such a. jo'im. tha 
of Mr. Harkness contained a piano, two 
desks bestrewn with music, some com- 
pleted and much only partially finished 
a.nd a= typewriter.

Says Song Is a Picture. 


"A good song? It's like a picture,' 


said Mr. Harkness in answer to an In 
quiry. "It's a panaroma, with moun 
tains, and valleys, and rocks and tree 
and rivers and sky. None of these dc 
tails are lacking in a really good song 
Get a picture into the song. As soon 
as you give the public a song with ! 
picture In It. you've got a success." 
j 


For an hour this most Interesting 


young man sat and chatted of his work 
—for he likes to talk of It if he can 
avold-talklng of Harkness. There isn't 
a bit of egotism In his make-up. Quick 
of speech, nervous of manner and tre- 
mendously in earnest every moment, 
lie impresses one as having a definite 
purpose all the while. But he's so gra- 
cious that you'd never suspect he had 
inything In tlffe world to do save to be 
agreeable. 
His accent Is distinctly 


English. 
Asked how he did so tremendous an 


amount of work in rapld-flre time, the 
young man who, though barely thirty, 
has written 300 gospel songs that are 
already In print, has more than an 
equal number prepared for publication, 
and who Is adding to the list every day 
of his life, answered simply: 


"I do not know; they Just come to 


the In a flash." * 


How H»rkn««« Works. 


Harkness works tremendously with- 


out seeming to be doing It. He Is one 
of those- musical geniuses that develop 
at rare Intervals. In the Princess rink 
meetings, as elsewhere with Dr. Chap- 
man and Mr. Alexander, Mr. Harkncss 
Is not in the spot-light. 
Instead, .he 


geeks to keep In the background—to 
be mere scenery. Seated at the piano, 
his whole nature, .responding .to every 
emotion of the theme of the moment, 
ho Interprets a message as surely upon 
thexkeys of the Instrument as do the 
evangelists In the pulpit. 


Sympathy is the keynote 
of Mr. 


Harkness' work. He Is watching every 
movement of Mr. Alexander, who Is di- 
recting the singing, or his eyes are 
noting the effect of the song upon the 
audience—roving everywhere except in 


• 
the direction of the keyboard before 
him. 
There is no written music be- 


fore him. 
He knows It—every bar 


n-ery measure and every note—for 
most of it Is his own production. And 


t rare intervals there Is usec 


lion, but a strong thing can't be're- 
peated too often." 


Writing in Fort Wayne. 


Mr. Harkness is always at it—In the 


meetings, on the street, at his hotel 
During the stay in Fort Wayne^he has 
written a new solo, words and music 
for Mrs. GoodsoVi. the gifted daughter 
of Dr. Chapman, whose voice is a pow- 
erful aid in soul-winning. The song is 
entitled, "What Is Your Ansxver to 


musical sacrince. The art in the whole 
business is in knowing when you've got 
the right setting. The melody may 
convey joy, or sorrow, or responsibil- 
ity, or sacrince, or sorrow, or victory, 
or 'any one of a dozen other emotions. 
You must have the melody in accord 
with the theme. And it is sometimes 
difficult to find the proper setting, for 
the verses may vary- Lots of music 
is artificial, and a good many songs 
are burled quickly because the music 
does not Interpret them accurately- 


"And gospel" songs are 
changing," 


said Mr. Harkness. 
"The next gen- 


eration will probably have an entirely 
different type of gospel songs 
from 


those In use today. Gospel music must 
keep pace with, secular music in a way.

As Ideas Come to Him. 


Mr. Harkness admits that the best of 


his work is done under Inspiration that 
comes to 
him spontaneously—otter 


during a meeting while he is seated 
at the piano. 6ccosaionally the idea is 
suggested by a remark by Dr. Chap- 
man In his sermon, or by the running 
lire of comment with which Mr. Alex- 
ander punctuates his song service. The 
idea isn't permitteaSfo ge"t Sway. With 
a, pencil Mr. Harkncss instantly makes 
hurried notes of the "setting" that is 
running through his mind.

before—'whosoever' meant everybody. 
It Included me. The Idea burned in my 
mind; the words and th'e melody just 
came to me.

I 
was fearful at first that there was too 
much motion in It; but people seem to 
like it, and I think it may be fairly 
called successful." 


How He Got Into Gospel Work.

tralia," said Mr. Harkness. "My people 
are in business there—the engineering 
business—but I had hated to touch a 
bur of iron from boyhood up.

studied music, had appeared In con- 
certs and entertnlnments In my native 
city and had something of a local repu- 
tation as a musician. 


"Mr. Alexander and Dr. Torrey com

^cllstle' work, and the local committee 
(mj'loyed me to play for the services 
I WHS not Interested In religious work 
pnd had little liking for the job of play 
lug for the incitlhgs.

'ailute. andA'-.gave it up. I played 
.hrongh his series of meetings In'my 
iome town. He was insistent that 1 
accompany him to fill the next, engage- 
ment of ten days. I hesitated, but fin- 
illy said I'd go. That was eight and 
one-half years ago. and I'm with him 
vet. And we have yet to have the iu'st 
difference. 
I have known Mr. Alex- 


ander closely and Intimately through 
all these years and through all the 
varying conditions tlioy have brought, 
'ind I have never found him to he los:; 
than a wholehearted," kindly, sincere 
Christian gentleman, whom I love as 
a brother.

TECUMSEH A GREAT CHIEF. 


Sham Battle and Strategy Wire His 


Favorite Diversions. 


(Drake's "Life of Tecumseh.") 


Tecumseh seems to have had a pas- 


sion for war. His pastimes, like those 
of Napoleon, were generally in the 
sham battlefield. He was the leader of 
his companions in all' of their sports, 
and was accumstomsd to divide them 
In parties, one of which he always 
headed, for the purpose 
of 
fighting 


mimic battles, in which he usually dis- 
tinguished himself by 
his 
activity, 


strength and skill. 
His dexterity in 


the us^ of the bow a.nd arrow excelled 
that of all the other Indian boya of his 
tribe, by whom he was loved and re- 
spected, and over whom he exercised 
unbounded influence. 
He was gener- 


ally surrounded by a. set of compan- 
ions who were ready to stand or fall 
by liis side. 


It Is stated that the-first battle in 


which he was engaged, occurred on Mad 
river, near where Dayton stands, be- 
tween a*party of Kentuckians, com- 
manded by Col. Benjamin Loga.n. and 
some Shawnces. At this time Tecum- 
seh was very young and joined the. ex- 
pedition under the care of his brother, 
who was wounded at the first fire. It 
is related by some Indian chiefs that 
Tecumseh, at the commencement of 
the action, became frightened and ran. 
This may be true, but it is the only 
instance in which he Is known to have 
shrunk from danger, or to lose that 
presence of mind for which he was 
afterward remarkably distinguished. 


It is recorded thnt when Tecumseh 


was notified to move his band of In- 
dians outside the government 
land, 


specified In the treaty of Greenville, he 
replied: 


"These lands are ours; none has 


a right to move us bec'ause we were 
the first owners; the Great Spirit>above 
has appointed this place for us, on 
which to light our nres,' and here we 
will remain. 
As to boundaries, the 


Great Spirit above knows no boun- 
daries, nor will his red people acknowl- 
edge any."

Mrs. Little succeeded as custodian of 


the governor's room, Mrs. Sutton, who 
held the place for thirty-five years i;nd 
was widely known for her knowledge 
of history and for her culture. Mrs. 
Little was recommended for the place 
by the Loyal Legion, the Seventh' Reg- 
iment and Lafayette post, G. A. R. At 
that time civil service was 
not in 


vogue, but after the law was put into 
effect she took an examination ami 
was one of the first women employes ' 
of the city to qualify. 
j 


Mrs. Little, who Is a kindly faced 


woman of gentle manner, told a re- 
porter for the Evening Telegram that 
during recent years the visitors to the 
governor's room have Increased so 
largely that she has had to have an 
assistant 


"It seems to me there Is more Inter- 


est taken in this room every day," she 
said. "I have done my share to en- 
courage It. It was at my suggestion 
that the practice came Into vogue of 
having delegations of school children 
como here. 
Study of revolutionary 


relics gave them a clearer Insight Into 
the people and the times they read 
about In their school books. It was 
this suggestion that led to the forma- 
tion of the New York historical clubs. 


"I have taken particular pains to en- 


courage visits from poor children of 
foreign parentage. I have frequently 
approached little newsboys and urch- 
ins around the park here and asked 
them »o visit the 
governor's room. 


They were very timid at first. One 
of them said: 


" 'Wouldn't de cops chase us if we 


went In dcre?' 


Urchins Visit tho Room. 


"J assured him that no policeman 


would stop him If he Inquired for me 
and said he wanted to look nt George 
Washington's relics. 
After that they

11. and other societies also took up 
the cudgels in behalf of ihe historic 
room, and so it still remains. As you 
see, there nre -really three rooms, but 
they are referred to as the colonial 
governor's room. 


"The rooms were remodelled and re- 


decorated by Mrs. Russell Sage two 
years ago at a coat of $40,000. 
The

were upholstered and

wainscoting put in. The ceilings, can 
delabrn and grates 
were

touched, 
but 
all 
were left In their 


original state as nearly as possible. 
The furniture is the same as that used 
in colonial times."

ton's table, which Is the first thing 
that greets the. visitor's eye on enter- 
Ing the room.
